NOT PROFITABLE 


FOR WEST NOW: 


Grain-Fed Cattle in Good Condition 
Seems Only Solution of, 
Problem. 


‘It would be unwise for any province 
of Canada to attempt a chilled meat 
business at the pregent time J. S. Mac 
Lean of Toronto declared at last- Thurs 
day's session of the annual meeting 
of the Western Canada Livestock 
Union, in speaking: of the possibilities 
of a chilled meat industry, His com- 

any the Harris Abbatoir company, 
fad discontinued chilled meats ship- 
ments because seventeen « shipments 
made in 1921 lost the company an ay- 
erage of 21-3 cents a pound. The 
total on 1,200,000 pounds was $28,000. 

Wrong Kind Of Beef 

No province at the time had a suf- 
‘ficent supply of the right quality of 
animal to establish: a chilled © meat 
trade that could compete with Argen- 
tina he said, He expressed the view, 
however that ultimately Canada could 
produce a better quality of beef than 
Argentine owing to the fact that in 
his opinion, a grain ration, which 
Argentina beef never gets, was éssen+ 
tial to the very best quality of beef. 

Mr. MacLean thought, it would be 
possible in the event of Canada estab- 
lishing a chilled meat trade, to slaugh 
ter in Albérta and ship in chilled -cars 
to seaboard.
